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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments in the request for reconsideration 
were addressed in the Final Rejection mailed September 21, 2007. The arguments are not persuasive. 

Applicant specifically argues the limitation concerning the thickness of the layer provided on the outer surface of the bottom portion of the 
can. Claim 1 requires that the layer have a thickness of 30 pm to 100 pm. Moriwaka et al. (US 6,258,480) teach that the layer is up to or 
less than 30 pm. The examiner explained in the Final Rejection that "up to" can include 30 pm. 

Applicant's argument that other places in the reference say that the layer is less than 30 pm is not convincing to show that the reference 
does not teach, under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b), that the layer may be equal to 30 pm. Even if the reference teaches in only one place that the 
layer is equal to 30 pm, while teaching throughout the rest of the reference that it is less than 30 pm, it still teaches that the layer is 30 pm. 

Claim 1 was also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a). It has been held that when the difference between a claimed invention and the prior 
art is the range or value of a particular variable, then a prima facie rejection is properly established when the difference in the range or 
value is minor. Titanium Metals Corp. of Am. v. Banner, 778 F.2d 775, 783, 227 USPQ 773, 779 (Fed. Cir. 1985).
